Schepps* he said, 
first begged not to be delivered to the 
Xew York police; then discussed 
graft, public officials, the cause-lead- 
ing up to the killing of Rosenthal, -and 
declared: "I am the keynote of tha 
whole situation.'" 


Becker, Johnson testified, iraa de- 


scribed by Schepps as a "grafter," one 
never satisfied and always urging an 
increased donation of a gambler show- 
eel prosperity." 


C. H. Moshier, another -witness, cor- 


roborated the testimony of previous 
witnesses as to Schepps'8 alleged as- 
sertion, crediting to Becker a threat 
to kill Rosenthal if "the gang" did 
not, and Bosenthal's connection with 
women and girls. 


The ill feeling which has 
Been 


brewing on the side of the defense 
found expression at yesterday's ses- 
sion when District Attorney Whitman 
-was tnrqnalifiedly- called a llar"Dy L.

%vas put into effect in 
1S40- Before 


that time postage rates in England 
had varied with the distance, except 
that in 1S39 a trial ifad been given of 
a uniform rate of four pence per let- 
ter. Stamped covers were introduced 
in 1S40, and half-penny postal cards 
were issued in 
1S70. Street letter 


boxes were first* used in England in 
1S55. 


In the United States the postoffice 


ilepartment was much slower in at- 
taining domestic penny or two-cent 
nostage. In 1845 the postage rate on 
letters was from five to ten cents, ac- 
cording to distance, and it was not 
until 1S-55 that the rate was reduced 
to three cents for a distance under 
j.OOO miles. A 
uniform 
three-cent 


rate was adopted in 1863, and a two- 
cent rate in 1S75. One of the 
first 


steps toward an international penny 
post was taken when 
the 
United 


States entered into agreements with 
Canada and Mexico whereby the two- 
cent letter rate was made to apply to 
hose countries. 
Cuba. Panama and 


the city of Shanghai. China, and later 
Great Britain and Germany, now have 
postal conventions with the 
United 


States providing for a letter rate of 
two cents per ounce. There has been 
a great deal of agitation for a one- 
cent letter rate in the United States 
if late years, but in most respects 
the United States lags behind Europ- 
ean nations in the matter of postal 
reforms. At the present

point in the United States to Japan, 
Thina, Aurtria.

BY JORDAN FOR 


HEINOUS CRIME 


Boston, Sept. 24.—-"Chester S. Jor- 


dan, sentenced to death for the mur- 
der, four years ago,-at Somerville, of 
his -wife, Honorah,_ whose body 
he 


cut up and packed in a trunk, was 
executed in the electric chair at 
the Charlestown state prison 
this 


morning at 12:14:30 o'clock. 


Jordan went to* his death calmly 


and •without making any statement. 
He was seated in" the electric chair 
and had received the contact of the 
fatal current within a minute and 
eight seconds of th"e time he entered 
the death chamber. 
_ The current -"Trail turned on 
at 
12:09:13. 
Jordan was 
officially 


pronounced dead'at 12:14:30. Nine- 
teen hundred, "volts were used and 
the amperage was from 9% to lO 


The'body -will be given to the fam- 


ily of the dead man and \\I11 be bur- 
ied at Crown Hill cemetery, Indian- 
apolis, Ind., his old "home. 


A suspicious cabman was respon- 
sible for the discoyejry of the murder 
of Mrs. Chester S.' Jordan, for which 
Jordan was executed this' morning. 
The murder was committed at their 
apartments in Somerville Sept. 1, 
1908. 


During a quarrel with his young 


wife, an actress, Jordan struck her 
and knocked her down a stairway. 
The next day he dismembered 
the 
body, placed the head and 
other 
pans in a stove in an unsuccessful 
attempt to burn them and packed 
the remainder of the 
body in a 


trunk. His actions in driving about 
the city with the trunk" aroused the 
suspicions of his cab driver, who re- 
ported to the police^ that he believed 
his passenger had stolen the trunk. 


Jordan was bora 33 years ago in 


Indianapolis. Ind, and while on the 
stage married llonoran O'Reilly, 
known in vaudeville .as Irene Shan- 
non- 
Jordan was brought to trial 


on April 20, 1909. and found guilty 
of murder in the first degree May 4. 
1909- 
Four dajs later one of the 


jury became insane and was commit- 
ted to an asylum. 


The state supreme court refused to 
erant an appeal for a new trial, and 
Jordan was sentenced to die during 
the week of March 12, 1911. A writ 
of error being granted, an 
appeal 


from the decision of the state court 
was taken to the United States su- 
preme court, but the appeal was de- 
nied. May 27, 1912. and nearly four 
jears after the commission of the 
crime Jordan T>as sentenced a sec- 
ond time to die
